Tobacco growers are advised to 
sow their tobacco beds in soy¬ 
beans in preparation of the 1955 
crop, County Agent Charlie Dix¬ 
on repeated today. 

The Agricultural Experiment 
station has found that even in 
plant bed sights that are used for 
many years there is less wildfire, 
if they are sowed in soybeans as 
soon as the plants are all re¬ 
moved and the beans are worked 
into the soil about the first of 
September. Authorities theorize 
that the soybeans scald out all 
other weeds and therefore all 
material on which the wildfire 
germs can live except the soy¬ 
bean roots themselves If the 
beans are worked into the soil 
in the fall the roots soon rot and 
leave nothing on which the germs

If the bed site is well 
ditched at that time so that no 
surface water can run over the 
bed site then the bed site will be 
relatively free of the wildfire or¬ 
ganism. The experiment station 
has also found that plowing the 
bed in the fall also decreases the 
disease in the bed. 

These practices worked per¬ 
fectly for Frankie Jackson, Mize, 
and Victor Conley, Lacy Creek, 
in demonstrations on their beds 
the past year. 

If the same bed site is to be 
used continuously something must 
be allowed to grow to maintain 
the organic matter and soil con¬ 
ditioner. Soybeans work wonder¬ 
fully in this way. 

The amount of seed soybeans 
that is to be sowed is ordinarily 
15 pounds on a 100x9 foot bed. 
However, the Experiment Station 
has warned that many soybeans 
has a low germination this year. 
Mr. Dixon advised farmers to 
check the germination on the 
seed tag. If the germination is 
below 80% the amount of beans 
should be increased to 20-25 
pounds for each 100x9 foot bed. 
The beans must be thick enough 
to scald out all other growth.

Kentucky's new withholding 
law on state income taxes started 
July 1. Employers are required 
to withhold Kentucky income tax 
from all salaries and wages paid 
to employes after that date. State 
withholding will operate very 
much like Federal withholding. 

During each pay period em¬ 
ployers will withohld the tax I 
from each paycheck, based on the 
salary earned and number of de¬ 
pendents. At the end of the year 
the employee must file a tax re¬ 
turn as in the past, but by that 
time he will have paid most of 
his tax through withholding.

SENATE GROUP IS 
FOR 90% PARITY 


Something-for-everybody seems 
to be the shape of things in Wash- 
ton as Congress struggles to write 
farm bills that will please the 
farmers and the Administration 
at the same time. 

The 8-to-7 vote of the Senate 
Agriculture Committee in favor 
of continuing 90 percent of parity 
supports on basic crops was 
exactly what had been expected. 
The vote was interpreted as a 
defeat for the Administration. 

Actually, that vote was just one 
step in the progress toward farm 
legislation in this session of Con¬ 
gress. 

The decisions won’t be made 
until the joint House-Senate con¬ 
ference committee sits down to 
iron out the differences between 
the bills that each will develop. 

All sorts of ideas have been 
tossed into the bills in both 
houses. The Senate committee 
last week tentatively approved 
one that would give Secretary 
Benson authority to put fruits 
and vegetables for canning and 
freezing under marketing orders 
if 50 percent of the canners and 


freezers agree. 

Included in the marketing or¬ 
ders would be terms that would 
fix the size of standard cans and 
other containers. 

Canners and freezers have been 
protesting they don’t want such 
legislation, and the House com¬ 
mittee struck out of its bill a 
similar provision which the Ad¬ 
ministration had requestion. 

The Administration continues to 
find itself in the embarrassing po¬ 
sition of preaching against con¬ 
trols and having to put into force 
the strongest controls ever im¬ 
posed on the nation’s farmers. 

This contradiction seems to 
lead a great deal of confusion 
even at the highest levels of the 
United States Department of Ag¬ 
riculture. This was evident in the 
speech by Undersecretary True D. 
Morse before the National Poul¬ 
try Improvement Plan conference 
at Washington last week. 

The controls on wheat farmers 
and the cross-compliance rule are 
a bad thing, Morse said, because 
they will mean letting some of 
the nation’s most fertile land lie 
idle and reduce profits for farm¬ 
ers and thus tend to slow the 
expansion of the total economy.

30, 1954, there 447 children en¬ 
rolled. In addition, 29 >upils re¬ 
entered from other schools mak¬ 
ing total of 476 pupils. During 
the year 43 pupils moved away, 
became too old or for some rea¬ 
son left school. Of this number 
182 were in junior and senior 
high school, making Ezel a good 
size high school. The daily aver¬ 
age percent attendance was 89 
percent, based on the entire 
school. The senior high school 
had an average attendance of 94 
percent. 

There were six boys and 11 
girls graduating from the high 
school in May. The school is or¬ 
ganized 1 to 6 grades elementary 
schools, 7 to 9 grades junior 
high and 10 to 12 senior high.

EZEL SCHOOL 

One of the finest schools in 
Kentucky is located at Fzel. 

The school plant consists of an 
auditorium and gymnasium, home 
ec rooms in basement, the main 
school building which includes 
the library, one of the finest high 
school libraries in Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky, office of the principal and 
class rooms. 

There is an elementary school 
building back of the main build¬ 
ing and a building which houses 
the farm shop and the agricul¬ 
tural class roms. There is a nice 
playground with equipment. 

All rooms are well equipped 
with fixtures and teaching ma¬ 
terial. 

Transnortation is provided free 
to all pupils who ride the school 
buses. 

The school teaches all school 
courses as provided in similar 
high schools in accordance with 
the law and regulations govern¬ 
ing high schools. The teachers 
are college graduates and many 
have had experience in other 
states or foreign countries and 
bring to the classes a wealth of 
high education and varied ex¬ 
periences. 

Students in the Future Farmer 
of America program have made 
outstanding records, and, under 
their instructor Albert Dorsey 
have added thousands of dollars 
to their farm income and inform¬ 
ation essential to the successful 
operation of a farm and a farm 
program. 

The principal, W. E. Heagan, 
has a master's degree from the 
University of Kentucky and is 
recognized as an outstanding 
educator and administrator. He 
has been at Ezel for a number of 
years and has the full respect and 
confidence of the students and 
patrons. Much of the growth and 
development of the school have 
taken place since he has been 
principal. 

The school has a good music 
program and last year had a 
band instructor from Morehead 
State College to give instruction. 
Christian education, which makes 
for good citizenship and law 
abiding men and women in ad¬
